PUBLICK ACTS, 

Cap. i. r P O extend the provilians contained in an act, palled 
X in the laft felfion of parliament, (intituled, An aft 
to prevent ct.y mifchief or inconvenience which may arife to Jkeriffs , 
gaolers , Juitors , prifoners , or ethers , by the prifoners .in feveral gaols 
in the counties of Middlefex and Surrey, and the city of London, 
having been fet at liberty during the late tumults and infurreftions)^ 
to perfon* arrefted and bailed fmee the deftrudtion of the faid 
gaols, and before the fame lhall be repaired, or other prifons 
fubftituted in lieu thereof. 

Cap. 2. For further continuing an a<ft, made in the feven- 
•teenth year of the reign of his prelent Majefty, intituled. An aft 
to impower his Majejly to feeure and detain perfons charged with , 
or fufpefted of , the crime of high treafon , committed in any of his Ma - 
jejty's colonies or plantations in America, or on the high feas, or the 
crime of piracy . 

Cap. 3. For’granting an aid to his Majefty by a land tax, to 
be raifed in Great Britain » for the fervice of the year one thou* 
.find feven hundred and eighty-one. 

Cap. 4. For continuing and granting to his Majefty certain 
Vox,. XXXIII. a duties 
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duties upon malt, mum, cyder, and perry, for the fervice of the 
year one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-one-. 

Cap. 5. For extending the provifions of three a£ts, made in 
the eighteenth, nineteenth, and twentieth yeefrs of his prefent 
Majelly’s reign, with refpedt to bringing prize goods into this 
kingdom, to prizes taken from the hates general of the Utiittd 
Provinces ; for declaring what goods (hall he deemed military or 
fhip ftoresj for regulating the lale of and ascertaining the duties 
upon Eaft India goods condemned as prize m tire port of Lon¬ 
don ; for permitting the purchafers of prize goods condemned 
abroad to import fuch goods into this kingdom, under the like 
regulations and advantages as are granted by law to captors them- 
felvesj and for reducing the duties on foreign prize tobacco. 

Cap. 6. For further continuing an a< 5 t, made in the nine¬ 
teenth year of the rcign.of tfis prefent Majefty, for allowing the 
importation of fine organzined Italian thrown filk in any Jhips or wf- 
fels, for a limited time . 

Cap. 7. To explain and amend an a£V, made in the nine¬ 
teenth year of his prefent Majefty, intituled. An adi for augment¬ 
ing the militia. 

Cap. 8. For punifhing mutiny and defertion ; and for the 
better payment of the army and their quarters. 

Cap. 9. For the regulation of his Majefty’s marine forces 
while on (hore. ^ 

Cap. 10. For making compenfation to the proprietors of cer¬ 
tain meftuages, lands, tenements, and hereditaments, in the 
counties of Kent and EJfe\\ purchafed in purfuance of two leve- 
ral a£ts of parliament, paffed in the twentieth year of the tci: n 
of his prefent Majefty > for featring bis lilaujly s dods^ fi’lps, and 
fores , at Sheernefs and Chatham; and for better dfnd’tig tie 
paflage of the river Thames at Gravefend and Tiibury Fort. 

Cap. 11. For the better fupply of mat inei s anil l'enmen to ftrvc 
in his Majcfty’s fhips of war, and on board mii'ch,«ni ilnps, and 
other trading (hips and \cflels. 

Cap. 12. To continue the duty of otic farthing pet chulucr on 
coals, granted by an adf of the twenty-third >ear of the reign 
of King George, the Second, Jcr the mere ejftdiual repairin'* ,.nd 
maintaining the piers and harbour ot Whitby, in the county of York. 

Cap. 13. For rendering efteciual an acl, made in the eigh¬ 
teenth yeat of his prefent Majefty, jot the letter relief and employ¬ 
ment of the poor within the hundred of is tow, in the courdy of Suf¬ 
folk. 

Cap. 14 For raifing a certain futn by way of annuities, and a 
lottery; and for consolidating cettain annuities, which were 
made one joint (lock by an adf made in the fccond year of the 
reign of his prefent Majefty, with certain annuities consolidated 
by fevcral adls made in the twenty-fifth and twenty-fixth years 
of the reign of King George the Second, and i n the fi fth year of 
the reign of his prefent Majefty. 

Cap. 15. For the encouragement of feamen, and for the snore 
fpeedy and effe&ual manning of his Majefty’s navy. 
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Cap. 16. For repealing the difcotmts and abatements upon 
certain foreigTVgoods j and for granting additional duties upon 
tobacco and fugar imported into Great Britain . 

! Cap-17. For granting to his Majefty an additional duty upon 
the produce of theleveral duties under the management of the 
refpcctive commillioncrs of the cxcife in Great Britain. 

Cap. 18. For keeping the militia forces of this kingdom com¬ 
plete; during the time therein mentioned. 

Cap. 19. To permit the importation of flax and flax feed into 
this kingdorrf or Ireland , in any fliip or veflel belonging to any 
kingdom or ftate in amity with his Majefty, navigated with fo¬ 
reign mariners, during the prefent hoftilities. 

Cap. 2.0. For declaring certain provifions of an a< 5 f, made in 
the thirteenth year of his prefent JVIajefty, relating to the turn¬ 
pike roads in that part of Great Britain called England , to extend 
to all adls made, and to be made, for repairing roads fubfequent 
to the palling of the faid a6t. 

Cap. 21. For defraying the charge of the pay and cloathitig of 
the militia in that part of Great Britain called England , for one 
year, beginning the twenty-fifth day of Marche one thoufand 
Jcven hundred and eighty-one. 

Cap. 22. For improving the navigation of the river called 
Bourn Eau , from the town of Bourn to its junction with the 
river Glen at a place called Tongue End , in the county of Lin¬ 
coln. 

Cap. 23. For appointing commifiioncrs for putting in execu¬ 
tion an a< 5 l of this fellion of parliament, intituled, Jhi ait jot 
granting an aid to his Alajejly by a land tax , to be railed in Gieat 
Britain, for the fcrvice of the year one thoufand Jevett hundred and 
eighty-one. 

Cap. 24.. For repealing the prefent duties upon paper, pafte- 
boatds, millboards, and lealeboards, made m Gieat Britain , and 
for granting other dunes in lieu theieof. 

Cap. 25. To indemnity fucli pet funs as have omitted to qua¬ 
lify themfelves, for offices and employments; and to indemnify 
justices of the peace, or oihcis, who have omitied to regifler or 
deliver in their qual.hcations within the time limited by law, and 
for giving further time for thofe purpofes ; and to indemnify 
members and officers, in cities, corporations, and boiough 
towns, *whofc admiffions have been omitted to be ftamped ac¬ 
cording to law, or, having been ftamped, have been loft or 
miflaid ; and for allowing them time to provide admiffions duly 
ftamped; and to give further time to fuch perfons as have omitted 
to make and file affidavits of the execution of indentures of clerks 
to attornies and folicitors. 

Cap. 26. To permit goods, the produ«ff or manufafture of 
certain places within the Levant or Mediterranean feas, to be im¬ 
ported into Great Britain or Ireland in Britifh or foreign veflels 
from any place whatfoever; and for laying a duty on cotton and 
cotton wool imported into this kingdom in foreign (hips or vef- 
fcsjs, during the prefent hoftilities.

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Cap. 27. To permit, during the prefent hoftilities, the impor¬ 
tation oF goods, the produce of the plantations jaf the crown of 
Portugal , into Great Britain or Ireland , in Portuguefe veflels ; and 
the importation of certain other goods, therein enumerated, in 
any neutral (hips and veflels. . 3 

Cap. 28. For allowing further time for the exportation of, or 
payment of the duties upon bugles, when warehoufed upon im¬ 
portation into this kingdom; and for obviating a doubt with 
refpedl to charging the duties on rum imported from Scotland 
into the Jjle of Man. 1 

Cap. 29. To continue feveral laws relating to the opening 
and eftablifhing certain free ports in the ifland of ^Jamaica ; to 
the allowing the free importation of fago powder and vermicelli 
from his Majefty’s colonies in North America ; to the free im¬ 
portation of certain raw hides and fkins from Ireland , and the 
Britifb plantations in America ; to the allowing the exportation 
of proviflons, goods, wares, and merchandize, to certain places 
in North ' America , which are or may be under the protection of 
his Majefty’s arms, and from fuch place's to Great Britain and 
other parts of his Majefty’s dominions; to the clandeftine run¬ 
ning of uncuftomed goods, and preventing frauds relating to the 
cuftoms; to the preventing the clandeftine running of goods, 
and the danger of infection thereby; to the encouraging the 
growth of coffee in his Majefty’s plantations in America ; to the 
preventing the committing of frauds by bankrupts; and to le- 
vive and continue feveral Jaws relating to allowing the exporta¬ 
tion of certain quantities of wheat and other articles to his Ma¬ 
jefty’s fugar colonies in America ; to the empowering his Mnjefty 
to prohibit the exportation, and reftrain the carrying coaftwife, 
of copper in bars, or copper in fhcets; to the allowing a draw¬ 
back of the duties on ;um (hipped as (lores to be conlumed on 
board merchant (hips on their voyages; and to the allowing a 
bounty on the exportation of Britifh coin and grain in neutral 
(hips. 

Cap. 30. For continuing, and making more effectual, feveral 
acSlsof parliament palled for cleanling and making navigable the 
channel from the Hytke at Colcbe/ier to H r iv£tiho(> in the countv 
of EJJex\ and for repairing and cleanling the ftieets of the town 
of Colchefler\ and alfo for lighting the llrcets and ianes^and for 
preventing annoyances in the laid town. 

Cap. 31. For the better management and collection of the 
duties upon male fervants, granted by an adt made in the feven- 
teenth year of the reign of his prefent Majefty. 

Cap. 32. To encourage the manufactory of verdegreafe in 
Great Britain , and for laying a duty on foreign verdegreafe im» 
ported. 

Cap. 33. For building a bridge over the river Thames , at the 
town of Henley upon Thames , in the county of Oxford , and mak¬ 
ing commodious avenues thereto; for widening feme part of 
the high ftreet and the market place; for lighting and watch¬ 
ing. 
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ing, for regulating the footways in, and for removing nuifances, 
obftru&ions, and annoyances from, the faid town. 

Cap. 34. For further continuing and amending- the feveral 
atfls pafled for preventing the frauds and abufes committed in 
the admeafurement Sf coals within the city and liberty of JVeJl- 
mttijier , and that part of the duchy of Lancafier adjoining there¬ 
to, and the feveral parifhes of Saint Giles in the Fields , and Saint 
Mary -le-bon , and fuch part of the parilh of Saint Andrew , Hoi- 
horn , as lies in the county of Middlefex. 

Cap. 35. For building a bridge over the river Adur, at or near 
Old Shoreham, in the county of Sujfex. 

Cap. 36. For amending, regulating, cleanfing, lighting, 
watching, and keeping in repair, the ftreets, lanes, and paftages, 
within tlte borough of The Devixes, in the county of JVths ; 
and for preventing nuifances, annoyances, and obftru<ftions 
therein. 

Cap. 37. To explain and amend an ad made in the four¬ 
teenth year of the reign of his prefent Majefty, intituled. An aft 
fo prevent the exportation to foreign parts of utenftls made ufe of in 
the cotton y linen , woollen , and filk manufaftures oj this kingdom. 

Cap. 38. For the more ealy and fpeedy recovery of fmall debts, 
within the town and liberties of Beverley , in the county of York, 
and the feveral parifhes of the fame town. 

Cap. 39. For further feeuring the property of the owners in 
fuch fbips or veffels as are liable to forfeiture for importing 
fpirits or other goods, by the mifeonduft of the matters, mates, 
and feamen. 

Cap. 40. For extending the provifions of three a<fts, made i:i 
the twenty-ninth year of his late Majefty, and in the tenth and 
nineteenth years of his prefent Majefty’s reign, for granting a 
bounty on certain fpccies 0/" Bririfh and Irilli linens exported , to Bri- 
tifb and JriJh linens, Briti/h callicoes and cottons, or cotton 
mixed with linen, printed, painted, or ftained, in Great Britain, 
and to buckrams and tillettings, exported during the time there¬ 
in limited; and for taking off the duties payable upop the im¬ 
portation of that fpecies of blue called Smalts . 

Cap. 41. For railing a certain fum of money, by loans or ex¬ 
chequer bills, for the fervice of the year one thoufand feven 
hundred jnd eighty-one. 

Cap. 42 For railing a further fum of money, by loans or ex¬ 
chequer bills, for the fervice of the year one thoufand feven 
hundred and eighty-one. 

Cap. 43. For continuing an a£t, made in the twentieth year 
of the reign of his prefent Majefty, intituled. An aft for exempt¬ 
ing the city of Winchefter, the county of Southampton, the town 
of Shrewlbury, and the county of Salop, out of the provifions of an 
afty made in the eighth year of the reign of his late majefiy King 
George the Second , intituled, “An aft for regulating the quartering 
v ‘ of foldiers during the time of the eleftions of members to ferve in 

parliamentfo far as the fame relates to the removal of troops 

a 3 during 
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during the elections of numbers to fcrve in parliament , for a limited 
time. 

Cap. 44. For the more effc&ually fecuring to the royal hospi¬ 
tal for feamen at Greenwich, all fuch forfeited and unclaimed 
fhares of prize and bounty money as (hall arife from or in re* 
fpe<5t of any prizes to be condemned and fold in his Majefty*s 
dominions beyond the fea$ and to compel the more fpeedy pay¬ 
ment thereof. 

Cap. 45. For continuing and amending an a< 5 t, made in the 
laft feilion of parliament, intituled. An aft for appointing and en¬ 
abling convnijfloners to examine, take , and Jlate the publick accounts 
of the kingdom ; and to report what balances are in the hands of ac¬ 
countants , whi.h may be applied to the publick fervice ; and what de- 
fefts there are in the prejent mode of receiving, collefting, ijfuing , 
and accounting for publick money ; and in what more expeditious and 
cffeftual, and lefs expenftve manner , the faid fervices can in future be 
regulated and carried on for the benefit of the publick. 

Cap. 46. To enable “John Bowatcr, efquire, to grant leafes, in 
pofienion, or reverfion, of a dock-yard and land at Woolwich, iq 
the county of Kent, (being part of his fettled eftate,) to the prin¬ 
cipal officers and commiffionersof his Majefty’s navy, in behalf 
of his Majefty, his heirs and fucceffors. 

Cap. 4.7. To amend and enlarge the powers of an a<£f, palled 
in the eleventh year of his prefent Majefty’s reign, for perform¬ 
ing feveral works, and making improvements within the uni- 
verfity and city of Oxford, and the fuburbs thereof, and in the 
adjoining parilh of Saint Clement. 

Cap. 48. To direct the payment into the exchequer of the 
yefpe< 5 tive balances remaining in the hands of the feveral perfons 
therein named, for the ufe and benefit of the publick; and for 
indemnifying the faid refpe£tive perfons, and their reprefenta- 
tives, in refpeci of fuch payments, and againfl all future claims 
relating thereto; abd for other purpofes therein mentioned.

An aft for explaining an aft , pa [fed “in the lafi 
fejfion of parliament, intituled , “ An aft to oblige papifis to regijier 

their names and real efiates , and for enlarging the time of fuch re - 
* 4 gjlering, and for fecuring purchajes made by protejlants.” 

Cap. 52. For continuing the encoutagement and reward of 
perfons making certain dilcoveries for finding the longitude at 
fra, or making other ufcfu! difeoveries and improvements in na¬ 
vigation, and for making experiments relating thereto. 

Cap. 53. To render valid certain marriages, folemnized in 
certain churches and publick chapels, in which banns had not 
pfuaily been published before or at the time of paflTmg an aift,

iu)ed. An aft for the better preventing of clan define marriages. 

Cap. 54. For the better regulating elections of citizens to 
Ferve in. parliament for the city of Coventry. 

For repealing the duties payable upon chocolate 
made in Great Britain , and for granting certain inland duties 
upon cocoa rnjts in lieu thereof} for the better and more effec¬

Cap. 69. To explain and amend an adl, made in the twenty- 
ninth year of the reign of his late majefty King George the Se¬ 
cond, intituled. An aft for more tjfeftually difeouraging and pre¬ 
venting the Jiealing, and the buying and receiving of ftolen leads iron, 
copper, brafs, bell-metal, and folder ; and for more ejfeftually bringing 
the offenders to jujlice. 

Cap. 70. To explain and amend fo much of an adl, made in 
the thirteenth year of the reign c>f his prefent Majefty, intituled. 
An aft for ejiablifbing certain regulations for the better management 
of the affairs of the Eaft: India company as wed in India as in 
Europe, as relates to the adminiftration of juftice in Bengal ; 
and for the relief pf certain perfons imprifoned at Calcutta 
in Bengal , under a judgement of the fupreme court of judicat¬ 
ure j and alfo for indemnifying the governor general and council 
of Bengal , and all officers yvho have adted under their orders or 
authority, in the undue reffftance made to the procefs of the fu¬ 
preme court. 

Cap. 71. Forvefting the parifti church of Saint Chriftopher U 
Stocks, in the city of London , and the materials and feite thereof, 
and the church-yard thereto adjoining, in the governor and 
company of the bank of England, and their fucceffors for ever ;

putes which have arifen at county elections concerning fuch rights: for 
remedy whereof, be it enadted by the King’s moft excellent ma- 
jefty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual 
and temporal, and commons, in this prefent parliament affem- 
bled, and by the authority of the fame. That, from and after 
the firft day of fan uary t one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-

commons of Great Britain , in parliament aflembled, for 
further provifion towards defraying the expencesof government 
of'the Ifle of Man , and better railing and fecuring a revenue for 
that purpofe, have refolved to give and grant to your Majefly 
the feveral additional rates and duties herein-after mentioned j 
and do therefore mod humbly befeech your Majefty that it may 
enabled; and be it enacted by the King’s mod excellent maje¬ 
fty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and After Joly 5, 
temporal, and commons, in this prefent parliament aflembled, 1780, the foil 
and by the authority of the fame.

An aft to indemnify fuch perfons as have omitted to qualify themfelves 
for offices and employment? j and to indemnify juihces of the peace, 
or others, who have omitted to regifter or deliver in their qualification* 
within the time limited by law, and for giving further time for thof’e 
purpofes 5 and to indemnify members and officers, in cities, corpora¬ 
tions, and borough towns, whofe admiflions have bten omitted to be 
flumped accotding to law, or, having been damped.

Preamble. Perfons who have omitted to qualify themfelves agreeable to 
Aft 1 Geo. 1, Aft 15 Car. a, Aft *5 Car. a, Aft 30 Car. 2, Act 8 Geo. 1, 
A6t 9 Geo. a, Aft 18 Geo. 2, and aft 6 Geo. 3, before the puffing of this 
aft; and who (hall, on or before Dec. 25, 1781, qualify themfelves, fiiall 
be indemnified againft forfeitures.

W HEREAS by an aB made in the fourteenth year of 
the reign of his prefeut Majcfly, intituled , An a£t to pre* 
vent the exportation to foreign parts of utenfils made life of 
in the cotton, linen, woollen, and filk manufactures of this 
kingdom, certain provisions, penalties , and forfeitures , are provid- 
ed y infliBed y and impofed, for the purpofe of preventing and pro¬ 
hibiting the exportation into foreign parts (except to any port or 
place within Great Britain or Ireland ) of all Juch tools or utenfils 
as are commonly ufed in y or are proper for the preparing , working 
up , or fini/bittgy of the cotton or linen manufaBures of this kingdom ; 
and alfo for the preventing and prohibiting all and every perfon or 
perfons whomfoever from the colleBing, obtaining , or having in hts y 
her y or their cujlody or pojfeffion , with intent to export , any tools or 
implements ufed as well in the /aid cotton or linen , as in the woollen 
or filk manufaBures of this kingdom: And whereas the penalties and 
forfeitures to which offenders agaiafl the f aid aB are thereby JubjeB-

year of the reign of his prefent Majefiy, ( intituled, An a£t to Recita j Q f 
prohibit all trade and intercourfe with the colonies of New ,6 Geo. %, 
Hampjhire, Majfachufets Bay, Rhode IJland, Connecticut, New c. 5. 

Xork, New Jerjey, Penfylvania, the three lower counties on De¬ 
laware, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, and 
Gzjrgia, during the continuance of the prefent rebellion within 
tne laid colonies refpe&ively; for repealing an a£t, made in the 
fourteenth year,of the reign of his prefent Majfefty, to difcantinue ' 
the landing and difcharging , lading or flapping, of goods, wares, and 
merchandize, at the town and within the harbour of Bofton, in the

CAP. XLIX. 

An aft for prtvtnttng certain abufes and profanations on the Lord's 

day , called Sunday. 

W HEREAS certain houfes , rooms, or places, wfiteffbe 'cities** 
of London or Weftminfter, or in the neigbboufik there- 
of, have of Lite frequently been opened for publick jentertainment or 
arnufement upon the evening of the Lord's day, commonly called Sun¬ 
day ; and at other houfes, rooms , or plates , tvithin the faid cities, or. 
in the neighbourhood thereof under pretence of enquiring into religi¬ 
ous do ft tines, and explaining texts of holy feripture, debates have fre¬ 
quently been held on the evening of the Lords day, concerning divers 
text ; of holy feripture, by perfons unlearned and incompetent to explain 
the fame , to the corruption of good morals, and to the great encour¬ 
agement of irreligion and profanenefs ; be it enadted by the King’s 
moft excellent majefty, by and with the advice and confent of 
the lords fptritual and temporal, and commons, in this prefent 
parliament aflembled, and by the authority of the fame. That, 
from and after the pafling of this prefent a<St, any houfe, room, 
or other place, which (hall be opened or ufed for publick enter¬ 
tainment or arnufement, or for publickly debating on any fub- 
je£t whatsoever, upon any part of the Lord’s day called bunday , 
and to which perfons fhall be admitted by the payment of mo¬ 
ney, or by tickets fold for money, fhall be deemed a diforderly 
houfe or place; and the keeper of fuch houfe, room, or place, 
fhall forfeit the fum of two hundred pounds for every day that 
fuch houfe, room, or place, fhall be opened or ufed as aforefaid 
on the Lord’s day, to fuch perfon as will fue for the fame, and 
beotherwife punifhable as the law directs in cafes of diforderly 
houfes : and the perfon managing or conducing fuch entertain¬ 
ment or arnufement on the Lord’s day, or acting as mafter of the 
ceremonies there, or as moderator, prefident, or chairman, of 
any fuch meeting for publick debate on the Lord’s day, fhall 
likewife, for every fuch offence, forfeit the fum of one hundred 
pounds to fuch perfon as will fue for the fame; and every door¬ 
keeper, fervant, or other perfon, who fhall collet or receive 
money or tickets from perfons affembling at fuch houfe, room, 
or place, on the Lord's day, or who fhall deliver out tickets for 
admitting perfons to fuch houfe, room or place, on the Lord’s 
day, fhall alfo forfeit the fum of fifty pounds to fuch perffJni -4 
fue for the fame. 1 

II. And whereas, by reafon of the many fubtle and crafty eontri^

.tine marriages, divers churches and puMki chapels have been erelled recked. 
and built within that part of Great Britain called England, Wales, 
and the town of Berwick upon Tweed, which have been duly conje- 
crated, ahd divers marriages have been folemnized therein , but by 
reafon that in fuch churches and chapels banns of matrimony had not 
vfustUy been publijhed before or at the time of pajftng the faid aft? 
fuch marriages have been deemed to be void j may it therefore pleafe 
your Majefty that it may be ena&edy and be it ena&ed by the 

King’s 
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King’s moft excellent majefty, by and with the advice and con¬ 
tent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and commons, in this 
prefent parliament aflembled, and by the authority of the fame. 
That all marriages already folemnized, or to be folemnized 
before the firft day of Augujl y one thoufand feven hundred and 
eighty-one, in any church or publick chapel, in that part of 
Great Britain called England , lVales y and the town of Berwick 
upon Tweed , credted fmce the making of the faid ad, and con- 
fecrated, lhall be as good and valid in law as if fuch marriages 
had been folemnized in parilh churches or publick chapels hav¬ 
ing chapelries annexed, and wherein banns had been ufuaily 
publilhed before or at the time of palling the faid recited adh 

II. And be it further enadtcd by the authority aforefaid. That 
all parfons, vicars, miniftcrs, and curates, who, before the tenth 
day of July , one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-one, fhail 
have folemnized any of the marriages which are hereby enadted 
to be valid in law, fhail be, and they arc hereby indemnified a- 
gainft the penalties inflidled by the faid recited adt upon perfons 
who fhail folemnize marriages in any other place than a church 
or publick chapel in which banns had been ufuaily publifhed 
before or at the time of palling the faid recited adt. 

III. And be it further enadted by the authority aforefaid. 
That the regifters of marriages, folemnized or to be folemnized

Reciting that by the laft determination of the hoqfe of com¬ 
mons, the aoth of November, xjzz, the right ot eleftion tor the city of 
Coven' ry, declared to be in fuch freemen as have ferved seven years ap- 
prenticelhip, to one and the tame trade, in the Ia\,d city or iuburbs, 
and do not receive alms or weekly chanty, l'uch freemen being duly 
fworn and inrolled j and reciting frauds at the laft eleftion. An open 
council to beheld at St. Mary’s Hall,-on the firft and laft Tuefday ineve-

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ry month. Limitation of the expence of taking up the freedom, 3s. each, 
befides (lamp duty. None to be admitted to their freedom, without pro¬ 
ducing evidence of regular indentures or deeds of apprentice (hip, for fe- 
ven years, and declare on oath the name, trade, and relidence, of his ma- 
fter, during the time he ferved and his own refidence, when claiming to 
be admitted, and may be attended by agents} the council authorized and 
required to adminille'r the oath. Town clerk to enter the above particu¬ 
lars in a book. Lilts ot the names of all the freemen, &c. admitted to 
be palled on the church doors, within twenty-four hours after the council 
is held. Councils not to be be hdM after notice of an election, rill the 
lame is fimllnd. Eleftois to be fworn. The oath. viz. 

Y OU do fwear, That your name is A B. and th3t you have been ad¬ 
mitted to the freedom of the city of Coventry under indentures, or 
deeds of apprenticeftiip} and that you have ferved (even years appren- 
tu efhip to one and the lame trade in the faid city, or the fuburbs there¬ 
of j and that you are of the age of twenty-one years, or upwards j and 
have not been polled before at this election.

Britain, and for granting certain inland duties upon cocoa nuts in 
lieu thereof ; for the better and more effectual fecuring the reve¬ 
nue of exiife , and of the inland duties under the management of 
the conimi([loners of excife, and for preventing frauds therein ; 
for the more punctual and ready payment of the allowances to be 
made to brewers out of the additional duties impofed on malt ; and 
for rectifying a mijlake in an a£i made in this prefent fejjion of 
parliament , with rcfpeSc to the exempting of candles from the ad - 
ditional duty of five pounds per centum upon the duties of cxcife 
jmpofed by the faid a£l. 


W HEREAS certain inland duties are impofed on all cho¬ 
colate made in this kingdom, but no fitch duties arc charged 
. on the cocoa nutsfrom which fuch chocolate is made, whereby evil-mind¬ 
ed per forts arc encouraged to pur chafe large quantities of thefe nuts, who 
afterwards do privately make chocolate from the fame, and vend the 
faid chocolate fo made, without any duty being charged thereon, to the 
great injury of the revenue, and to the hurt of the fair trader ;

and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and tem¬ 
poral, and commons, in this prefent parliament aflembled, and 
by the authority of the fame. That, from and after the fifth 
day of July , one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-one, the 
feveral inland duties now payable for chocolate made in Great 
Btitain (hall ceafe, determine, and be no longer paid or paya¬ 
ble ; fave and except in all cafes relating to the recovering any 
arrears which may at that time remain unpaid of the faid du¬ 
ties, or to any penalty or forfeiture which Ihall have been in¬ 
curred upon, or at any time before, the faid fifth day of July , 
one thouland feven hundred and eighty-one j any thing herein 
contained to the contrary notwithftanding. 

II . And, to the intent that no failure or deficiency may ac¬ 
crue or happen, by the determination of tiie faid duties on cho¬ 
colate, in the refpertive funds to which thofe duties were ap¬ 
propriated and applicable, be it further enacted by the authori¬ 
ty aforefaid.

account thereof in writing, at the next office of exciie within

carry away, or caufeor fuffer to be removed or carried away the

That all monies by and in refped of the duties hereby granted 

and impofed on cocoa nuts (the neceflary charges of raifing and applied, 
accounting for the fame excepted) (hall, from time to time, be 
paid into the receipt of his Majefty’s exchequer at Wejlmittfler % 
and are hereby appropriated, and lhall be iftued and applied to 
the fame ufes and purpofes, in fuch manner, and under fuch re¬ 
gulations, as the monies ariftngby the duties on chocolate 
hereby repealed were by the faid ad, made in the tenth year of 
his faid late Majefty’s reign, appropriated unto, and direded to 
be iftued and applied.
